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Castle Urquhart. Loch Ness is a fine stretch of water, 
24 miles long and 1 to if miles wide, which forms a part of 
the water route through the Highlands between Inverness 
1 and Fort William. On its banks, on a projecting rock near 
Drumnadrochit, is Castle Urquhart, a beautiful fragmen¬ 
tary ruin of considerable antiquity, which was besieged by 
Edward I. 
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
